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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The applicant argued that the prior art does not 
teach an a virtual invisible keyboard because the virtual keyboard of Korth is clearly visible shown in figure 1. Examiner agrees with the 
above stagement made by the applicant but does not mention that Korth also teaches that "the key needs not to exist physically" which 
clearly means that it is invisible and more precisely a virtual invisible keyboard. The applicant argued that the prior art, Evans et al., 
teaches that word are determined on a sentence by sentense basis not on a word-by-word basis. Examiner disagrees with the above 
argument because the prior art, Evans et al., teaches The system runs through steps 400 to 1400 and displays the letter "e." This means 
that the system has determined that the most probable letter of the group is "e." At step 2, the user presses finger 3, which could indicate 
the letters "i," "j," "k," or "I." After running through steps 400 through 1400, the system determines the most likely word is "hi" and displays 
it (column 8, lines 14-20) which shows that Evans et al. also determines words on a word-by-word basis. Therefore, the rejection is 
maintained as was rejected before.
